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FCC TO OPEN 
VANITY GATE 3 


The long wait is over for Advanced 
class amateurs. The FCC has just 
announced that it will open filing- 
Gate 3 of the Vanity Call Sign Pro- 
gram on Wednesday, August 6, 
1997. Advanced class hams will be 
able to apply for a call sign appro- 
priate to their license class on or 
after that date. Applicants must file 
either a paper FCC Form 610V or 
electronically via the FCC's Web 
site at http:/Awww.fcc.gov/wtb/am- 
radsrv.html and pay the current $30 
fee. 


The August 6 deadline squeaks 
under the implementation of the 
FCC's new fiscal year 1997 fee 
schedule, adopted June 16. Under 
the FY 97 schedule, which be- 
comes effective September 16, 
1997, the vanity application fee will 
jump to $50. The ARRL had asked 
the FCC to suspend implementa- 
tion of the higher FY 1997 fee until 
after the remaining gates have 
been opened and applicants had 
an opportunity to file under the old 
schedule. The FCC's response, 
buried within the Report and Order 
adopting the higher fees, suggests 
the FCC could also be planning to 
open Gate 4 fairly soon. "We ex- 
pect our remaining vanity call sign 
‘gates' to open before the effective 
date of our FY 1997 regulatory fee 
payment requirement," the FCC 
said in turning down the request for

(The usual 
W1AW code practice transmissions 
and bulletins will continue during the 
contest period from ARRL Headquar- 
ters in Connecticut. W1AW will not be 
used for contest contacts except from 
the Washington location.) 


Additionally, an IARU Headquarters 
station, NU1AW, will debut from Con- 
necticut to hand out an additional 
IARU multiplier. All other headquar- 
ters stations of IARU member soci- 
eties are also multipliers for this 
event. See how many you can collect! 
The complete rules are on page 100, 
April 1997 QST.

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Where on Earth...(or at least Georgia) R U?

Have you ever wondered about VHF Grid 
Squares and how they relate to your location? | 
recently looked on the "ARRL Grid Locator for 
North America" and could not accurately deter- 
mine my exact grid square. This is because 
Lawrenceville is one of those places that is 
intersected by dividing lines. | could have been 
in grid squares EM73, EM74, EM83 or EM84, | 
just didn't know. 


To solve my dilemma | consulted "The ARRL 
Operating Manual" -- which by the way can be 
found in the Lawrenceville Library. On page 
12-4 and 12-5 are the procedures necessary to 
find you exact grid square and even your sub 
grid square. The only other piece of information 
you need is your exact Longitude and Latitude. 
This information can be found on your home 
survey map or you can consult the appropriate 
"United States Department of the Interior Geo- 
logical Survey" map -- also found in the 
Lawrenceville Library. 


Georgia is located in the EM grid which lies 
between 80° to 100° west longitude and 30° to 
40° north latitude, this is the easy part. Now on 
to the fun part: 


To determine the 3rd character of your location, take the number 
of whole degrees of west longitude, of your home, and consult 
the following table: 


60-61 or 80-81 or 100-101 or 120-121: 3rd character = 9 
62-63 or 82-83 or 102-103 or 122-123: 3rd character = 8 
64-65 or 84-85 or 104-105 or 124-125: 3rd character = 7 
66-67 or 86-87 or 106-107 or 126-127: 3rd character = 6 
68-69 or 88-89 or 108-109 or 128-129: 3rd character = 5 
70-71 or 90-91 or 110-111 or 130-131: 3rd character = 4 
72-73 or 92-93 or 112-113 or 132-133: 3rd character = 3 
74-75 or 94-95 or 114-115 or 134-135: 3rd character = 2 
76-77 or 96-97 or 116-117 or 136-137: 3rd character = 1 
78-79 or 98-99 or 118-119 or 138-139: 3rd character = 0 


To determine the 4th character take the 2nd digit of your latitude. 
Example: if your location is 35° north the 4th character is 5. 

If you know your location down to the minutes, you can deter- 
mine your sub grid by the following procedure: 


To find the 5th character use one of the two tables below: 


If your number of degrees longitude is an odd number use this 
chart: 


00-05 minutes: 5th character = L 
05-10 minutes: 5th character = K
